ES ELEGY on his mnch lamented Death, 
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The Life and Death of Daniel Burgels, late Miniſter 
of the Goſpel, &c, 


& ANIEL BURGESS, ( Miniſter of the Goſpel, 
and a late Teacher to a Diſſenting Congregation) 
was born near Oxford in the Year of our Lord, 
1647. He was deſcended from very honeſt and 


Auſtrious Parents, who tho' they could not boaſt much of 
e Keir Riches, yet their Poverty was accompany'd with In— 


tegrity and Virtue, They were obedient and true Ser- 
vants of the Churah of Eagland, Zealous of her manner 
of Worſhip, and firm to her Principles: To which they 
adher'd, and were ſtedfaſt in their Faith to their Lives-end, 


0 ſuch Pious and Godly Farents was Daniel Bargeſ/s 


born; their Hopes were fixed on this their Darling Son, 
and they contributed as much as their mean Circumſtances 
wonld permit to give him an Education that might qualify 


1 him for the Service of God in the Miniſtry ot the Church. 
Ia order to accompliſh their good Intention, they put him 
to the Grammar · School; and Heaven, ſmiling. on their En- 


dcavours, was ſo propitious to their Deſires, that their Son 


mage ſuch a Progreſs in his Learning, that he exceeded his 
Maſter's and Parents Expectation. LEES

"Tis true indeed he was guilty of ſeveral Youthful Fro- 

licks, hic are much cuftomery among School Boys, but 
yee he never neglected his Studies, but applied himſelf to 
them very ſedulouſly. In the ſpace of five Years hc was 
judged to be qualified for the Univerſity, having paſſed a 
very tri Examination; and now his Perents began to be 
ſomewhot troubled and uneaſy at the Thoughts ot main- 
taining him after his Admiſſion, and how they ſhould 
furniſh him with a Chamber, Books, Surplice, and other 
Neceſſaries which a Student cannot be without. However 
they truſted in God, and rely'd altogether on his Divine 
Providence to make Proviſion for their Son Daniel, noy 
doubting but that he would raiſe them up ſome Friends, ® 
whole Contrioutions with their own joint Endeavours © 
might enable them to allow their Son a Competency that

| Nor were their Hopes fruſtrated: For it happenned that 
Daniel h:d contracted a ſine re Friendfhiy with one of his 
School Fellows, with whom he uſed fo go home at the 
Vacation Time of Chriſtmas, Eafter and Whitfuntide, and 
the young Gentleman's Father obſerving the Sobriety and | 
Modeſty of Daniel, grew fond of him; and the Son 
( with ſome Hefp which he had from his School. Mare, and 
the Benefit he received from his Inſtructions) being thought 
to have, been well verſed in School-Learning, was with 
Daniel Enter'd into the Univerfity, whoſe Fees were paid 
by the Young Gentleman's Father, and part of a Chamber 
given him Gratis; and he was allowed ten Pounds a Ycar 
to inſtauct and admoniſh his Chamber Fellow, Buc this 
Penſion was foon augmented, for the Gentleman dying 
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ſoon after, bequeathed an kundred Pounds to Daniel Bur. 
geſe, and a Legaey ot Twenty Pouuds per Annum for Seven 
Years. By this means the Anxious Care of his Parents was 


eaſed, and in alittle rime he obtained a Scholarſhip, which 


amounted to Ten Pounds a Year more. 


Much about this time an Accident fell out, which had 
like to have ruined Daniel's Reputation The Woman that 
attended his Chamber, proved to be with Child, and *twas 
reported, that he was the Father of it: This came to the 


- Provoſt's and his Tutor's Ears, who was extreamly concer- 
_ cerned for his Pupil's Miſcarriage. He was ſent för and 


taxed about it; but he pleaded Ignorance, and ſtrenoully 


denied whot they. charged him with : And tho? he was 


thought to be innocont by ſome, yet there were others who 
condemn'd him, and faid he was guilty of the Fact. And 
whaz ſtrengthned them in their Opinion was the à ſſevera- 
tions of the Maid ho with bitter Imprecations perſiſted 
in what ſhe firſt declared. It happened that the Sunday 
following was Sacrament- Day, at which Daniel (who was 
a. conſtant Communieant) whs preſent. His Tutor and 
the Provoſt were then likewiſe, to whom he delivered a 
Paper to this Effect, as he was about to receive. I muſt con-

This he thought to be 
the beit Method he could uſe to purge himſelf of the Crime 


that was laid at his Door; and indeed it was manifeſt ſoon . 
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after that the Calumny thrown upon Him was falſe; for 
the Woman falling fick, and beiug at the Point of Death, 


declar d who was the right Father of the Child which was 


then in her Womb, and heartily begged to be forgiven : 


Immediately after we died. 


But to return. At Seven Years End, he commenced Ma- 
ſter of Arts, having dfiputed with much Gravity and 
and Learning. The Year followsng he obtained a Fellow- 
{hip, which he enjoped, and had many Pupils, fo that he 
was now thought to be ſetled in the College, and wedded 
to his Studies. But, alas! there is nothing certain in the 


World; there is no Degree, Age or Conſtitution but what 


feels the powerful Effects of Love, ſooner or later. It 
happened that omong the many of the Fair Sex that came 


down from London to bear an Uxford Aft, Daniel caſts his 


Eyes upon a young Female, whoſe Image t ok ſuch deep 
Root in his Breaſt, that he could not get it out. He went 
to his Chamber is very diſeontented, argued the Caſe, and 


reaſoned with himſelf, he endeavoured to divert his Paſſion 


by reoding, but all in vain : So that he was forced to give 
way to ir, and fearing that his Miſtreſs might be gone back 
to London, if he made any longer Delay, he left his 
Chamber, and made the moſt diligent Enquiry after her, 


that he poſſibly could; and at laſt was acquainted who

About a Week after he pretended earneft Buſineſs to 
London, and having obtained leave for two Months, he 
thought every Hour an Age till he had got the >ight of 
his Beloved, - In ſhort, he courted her, won her, and mar-

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concerned, tent for Fhpſicians, and odered that nothing

radiſe on Earth. Matrimony being inconſiſtent with a 
College Life, he was forced to quit his Felowſhip, beſides 


which he had been one of the Choſen Preachers for three 


Years ſucceſſively; and being recommended-to the Right 


Honourable the Earl of Cort, was admitted to be his Do- 


meſtick Chaplain, and going over with his Lordſhip into 
Ireland] was foon preſented with a Living of thre nun- 
dred Pound per ArEnum. He had an Excellent Talent in 
Preaching, by which, and his winning Behaviour, he gain- 
ed the Hearts and good Will of all his Pariſhioners, and 
particularly of his Patron the Earl of Cork, wao was fo 
tond of him, and fo in lulgent ro his Family, that not- 

ithſtanding he had gen 'em ſo advantageous a Bencſice, 
yet he aflow'd them the Pri iledge of his Houle : The; 
had Servants and Horfes to attend them wherever they 


pleaſed to command it; and this Lordſhip beſides made em. 
ſeveral conſiderable Preſents Yearly, So that they were 


not under anp Neceſſity ot fpeading the ſmalleſt Part of 
their Yeatly Income, 


Feſtus laid to Paul, Too much Learning has made you mad. 
Whether that was the Cale of Daniel Burgeſs, or what o- 
ther Cauſe he had to turn Apoſtate, I {hall not take upon 
me to determin. But certain it is, that ſome wild extra- 
vagant Notions ſeizing him one Night, he ſeem'd to be 


Lig ht-herded, he raved of ſeveral ſtrange things, and was 


poſteſicd with Enthuſiaſm. The old Earl was veiy mrch

received by the Diſſennting Miniſters, and quickly got a 
Congregariong who ſubſcribed to his Preaching.

and law, and draw Jack Calvin thro? his Noſe, ſqueeze his 
Hankercher, and often take out his Silver Snuff-Box, and bi 
ſtopbing ia the middle of a Sentence, put as much Tobac- 5 
co la his Mouth as he could well contain in his Hands. bs 


Many are the Stories which are reported of him: That 
of nnvuitoning his Cloak and letting his Congregation fall into 
Heil, is as threadbear as his Coat, and therefore I {hall not 
relate it, However I cannot vmit that which follows, be- 7 
cio it is ſingular, and may fervs te give the Reader, who © 
was not acquainted with him or his Character a Taſte oo 
his Other Extravagancies.

It is feid, but how true I will not affirm, That he never 
held up his Head rig hit trace he was arreſted as the Suit of Jacob 
B — 4. It ſeems that My. Broads Wife was a ber) Zealous 
Admirer of the Dottor s , and had preſented him with ſe- 

errl- Pieces of Plate, Sums of Mou, and other Things of 
Value; not to mention the many 1 reats he had from her at the 
Tevirn : All which cominz to Mr, Broad's Ears, he arreſted 
the Doctor who gladly compounded with him. He was ſerved 
much ſuch another 1 rick by a Woolira- Draper in Covent Garden, 
whoſe *Prentice att-ſling that his Miſtreſs had given the Dottor 
as much Superfine Broad Cloth as inade him a Cloak and oat, 
he was arreſted for it, and forced to pay for the whole. 


Such Accidents as theſe, together with the pulling down 
vie Mceting-Houſe, and his talling out and quarielling with 
his Con greg tion, ſhorten'd his Day; for they lay heavy 
on his Spiels, and being an od Man, Aged 65, he had 
not Strength to bear 19 many Afflictions. 
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His CHARACTER. 


E was a Man of great Parts and Univerſal 
4 Learning ; Charitable and ſober; full of Zeal 
and Moder ation, free from paſſion, and loved to live 
 peaceably. But when he turn d Fangtich, his Eloquence 
alſo was turn d to Canting, and his Zeal to Hipocriſy. 
I he cat in private with thoſe in whom he could con- 
fide, he fared ſumptuouſly 5 but when any of bis Bene- 
factors came to fee him, he would feed on a Cruſt of 
Bread, and 4 Glaſs of Table-Beer. The latter part 
of his Life was a Series of Law-Suits, wrangling and 
Contention ; and his chief Care was to get Riches, tho 
he was paſt pleaſure of enjoying them, If his End had 
been ſuitable to bis Beginning, be had left behind the 
Character ef one of the Beſt and Trueſt Sons of the 
Church. His Piety bad then been without Blemiſh, bis 
Reputation without Cenſure, and bis Religion would not 
have been taxed with Diſimulation.
